Milwaukee, Wis., Feb. 24.— (UP) 
— Denouncing the world court as a 
tribunal dominated by five great na­ 
tions of Europe, Senator William E. 
Horah, Idaho, in an address here last 
night continued his campaign “ to 
carry the world court fight to the 
people.’’ 
Speaking before a large crowd u n­ 
der the auspices of the Steuben so­ 
ciety, Senator Borah called on the 
people to protest the entry of the 
United States in the world court. 
He opened his address by making 
mention of two documents, W ashing­ 
ton’s farewell address and the Ver­ 
sailles treaty. 
’’Washington in his farewell ad­ 
dress stated that the United States 
should not leave our land to stand 
on foreign ground and that we must 
refrain from forming a political al­ 
liance with any 
power,” 
Senator 
Borah said. 
“ I am now engaged in a fight to 
maintain the doctrine laid down by 
Washington. 
The campaign is a1 
ready in progress. 
The first step 
has already been taken and lost and 
the second battle will be lost unless 
the great American people 
arouse 
themselves and take up the battle.” 


SEN. LENROOT DESCRIBES 
U. S. COURT OBLIGATIONS 
Madison, WTis., Feb. 24— The only 
obligation the United States assumed 
in becoming a member of the world 
court is the payment yearly of $35,- 
000 for the cost of m aintaining the 
court, Senator Irvine L. Lenroot told 
a mixed audience of 1,500 students 
and townspeople last night in 
an 
appearance under the auspices of the 
forensic board of the University of 
Wisconsin. 
Lenroot’s speech was 
mainly 
a 
repetition of the talk he delivered 
in Janesville Monday night at a ban­ 
quet in observance of W ashington’s 
birthday. 
The history of the \?Orld court, 
which, lie said, 
was 
proposed 
27 
years ago under the administration 
of President McKinley, and a brief 
review of the legislative procedure 
under which the country became a 
member of th court were the main 
points of his address. 
The subject of our foreign rela­ 
tions, he said, must be considered 
solely from the standpoint of 
our 
public welfare. 
“ America recognized its responsi­ 
bilities to civilization. 
It is willing 
to co-operate with other nations for 
peace 
and 
better 
understandings, 
but it will not incur any obligations 
by which any of its independence 
or freedom of action is surrendered 
to any other nation or group of na­ 
tions, call it whatever you will.”

T he newspaper publisher who gives away space in his paper 
is giving away the only commodity he possesses. 
In looking 
through exchanges that come to our desk, it is very noticeable that 
many of them are either short on plate, do not pay attention to 
what plate matter is offered them free, do not care what appears 
in their columns or else are so flush that they can afford to give 
away the only stock In trade they have, namely space, says Ansgar 
Andersen, editor of the Pine River Sentinel-Blaze. 
Every week Ansgar’s waste basket is filled with material 
from large concerns seeking free space and who are glad to sup­ 
ply plates free if he will publish them. 
He then mentions a num­ 
ber of them, but we hate to repeat the list as we would be giving 
these so-called space grabbers further publicity. 
All of them, says Ansgar, are large companies that can well 
afford to pay for their advertising, bul they seem to get a great 
deal of it for nothing, simply because country editors let them 
get by with it. 
The editor of the Pine River Sentinel-Blaze con­ 
tinues : 
“Look through the large city dailies and note the free adver­ 
tising carried in them. 
If a little study is made, paid ad­ 
vertising will be found from many of the large companies that 
ale grafting the country press for space and getting it for sup­ 
plying the plates. 
And besides, the rates charged in the city 
dailies would make the ordinary country editor dizzy in compari­ 
son to rates he receives even for legal matter. 
“The agencies supplying the plates for the large concerns no 
doubt collect from the advertisers for their trouble and what does 
the country publisher get? 
Not even thanks, but is asked to 
please send a copy of the paper in which the m atter appears, so 
the agency may collect. 
“A local paper is asked to donate considerable space to local 
enterprise during a year’s time and does it with the best of grace. 
Local boosting invariably helps the local paper, but where large 
outside companies come in and get their advertising free in the 
guise of news, ifs about time the country prints took a little more 
time to scan their ‘news’ columns before telling the pressman to 
go ahead and run ofF the paper.

GHOST OF THE 
SHENANDOAH 


T he Dispatch notes with some satisfaction that iron ore ex­ 
plorations have been resumed on the Cuyuna range. 
It is sweet 
music to again hear the drills crunching away. 
The new scene 
of exploration is near the Kennedy mine at Cuyuna. The mine is 
the pioneer shipper of the range. We saw the property when the 
first shaft was sunk, not into rock but into ore, and a new one 
was subsequently run down. 
“Iron ore deposits beneath the bed of Big Rabbit lake, near 
Cuyuna, which engineers can reach only by cutting through the 
thick sheet of ice, were called probably the greatest iron ore de­ 
posits on the Cuyuna range by Frank A. Wildes, superintendent 
of the state department of mines,” says the Duluth Herald. 
“Drilling through the ice, now well advanced, has demon­ 
strated that there is ore in a considerable area beneath tin' west 
end of the lake, which may yield 50 to 60 per cent of pure iron. 
The state expects to collect 50 cents a ton on ore mined, realizing 
millions of dollars. 
“When mining begins, engineers will have to build a dam to 
cut off the end of the lake where the ore is to be taken, drain off 
the water and dig in. 
Engineers believed there was ore to bi1 
found beneath the lake and got a lease from the state. 
Efforts 
were made to drill for ore, but it was found that it could not be 
done in summer. Only when it got cold enough so the lake was 
frozen solid at the west end, could any work be done. 
The lake 
is about twenty feet deep at the end. 
“Recent cold weather has made drilling possible over a con­ 
siderable period” Mr. Wildes said, “and tests have demonstrated 
that good ore is found there.’’ 
The problem confronting the mining company will be in 
damming the lake so that sinking a shaft or extending drifts can 
be done bi comparatively dry ground. Pumpage will offer another 
problem. 
The Cuyuna range is noted as being one of the most 
irregular in strata and deposits and the mining engineer who has 
been successful on the Cuyuna has gained the experience to cope 
with any kind of a problem on a sister range.

IN DEFENSE OF MISTREATED GAME 


By HENRY L. FARRELL 
(United Press Sports Editor) 
New York, Feb. 24. 
While faculty members and interested moralists are 
doing their best to over emphasize tile over-emphasis on football, ii is pleas­ 
ing to hear one of the nation’s leading scholars come to tin* defense of a 
greatly abused and mistreated game. 
Addressing the Princeton club at a dinner given recently to pay tribute 
to the 1925 champions of the "Big Three," Dr. John Grier Ribbon, president 
of the university, said there was no over-emphasis placed upon football at 
Princeton. 
"Al Princeton,” he said, “we do emphasize football during a particular 
season, but not at the expense of more serious things, and once football is 
liver we drop it. 


They say our boys are to Im* ruined by the publicity accorded to football 
hut I do not believe it. 
They did not lose their heads in the games against 


Vale and Harvard and they are not going to lose them now because of this 


adulation or later on in life when they leave us. 
"Bill Roper is a great football coach but greater than that he is a man. 
We are grateful to bim because in teaching these boys how to play football, 


I m * also taught one of the greatest, lessons in life—manliness.” 


Roper said at tile dinner that the 1925 team was the greatest that ever 
represented Princeton 
in spite of the fact that Princeton did not win every 
game on the schedule. 


Sentiment of this kind is what has been recommended as a cure for the 
evils resulting from the tendency of under-grads and alumni to look upon 
as a failure any team that didn't win every game. 


The policy of “victory at any cost” is what caused the early ills of the 
game when players were recruited without any particular regard to rules 
or ethics. 


In banding out the season’s honors for forward passing combinations, 
perhaps the best pair of tin* year was overlooked. 


Oberlander to Tully, of Dartmouth and Friedman to Oosterbaan, of 
Michigan were generally regarded as combinations so perfect there could he 
no choice.
